REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of the Town of Damariscotta: 

In accordance with the requirements the report of 
the school department for the fiscal year, ending Feb- 
ruary 1939, is hereby respectfully submitted. 


ENROLLMENT—CASTNER SCHOOL 
The assignment of teachers and registration of pu- 
pils for the fall term, 1938, were as follows:

The year has brought another increase in the school 
enrollment. There have been 152 pupils enrolled as 
compared to 127 in 1937, and 143 in 1938. The teach- 
ers have given their best efforts to the interests of 
the schools, placing special emphasis on the _ basic 
course of study as outlined by the State Department 
of Education. There have been no breaks with the 
past tradition of work of the school in this respect, 
and any improvements have come through the modi- 
fication of the plans which have been in effect during 
recent years. A teachers’ meeting for all the towns 
of this School Union was held at the Castner school 
in January. Problems relating to school procedures 
in teaching and health control were discussed at this 
conference and special consideration was given to the 
scheduling of classes and the State Plan for element- 
ary school instruction by one of the State Teaching 
Specialists.

SCHOOL EXPENDITURES 

Your school tax rate is .00898 and the municipal 
rate is .050. This is the third lowest school tax rate 
of the seventeen towns in Lincoln County. Both of 
the rates are below the averages for the State: ‘‘This 
year the average of school rates is .01270 while the 
average of municipal rates is .05732,” according to the 
State School Bulletin January 1939. Pursuant to the 
school law, your superintendent recommends an appro- 
priation of $10.00 annually for maintenance of Flag 
and Flagstaff. The annual expenditures for text- 
books should average about $2.50 for each pupil en- 
rolled, according to the recommendation of the State 
Commissioner of Education. The purchase of addi- 
tional sets of up-to-date maps for classroom use is 
also suggested. 

Parents and teachers are partners for the time being 
in the direction and education of the children. We are 
anxious to have the parents visit the school frequently 
and take advantage of the opportunities to talk with 
the teachers and become more fully informed about 
the work of their children. Iam grateful to the mem- 
bers of the Superintending School Committee for their 
helpful suggestions and assistance. Acknowledgment 
is also made for the cooperation of the Teachers, Mu- 
nicipal Officers, and Citizens.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


STATE OF MAINE 
Lincoln, ss: 


To GEORGE L. HANLY, a Constable of the Town 
of Damariscotta, in the County of Lincoln and State 
of Maine. GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
Town of Damariscotta, in said county, qualified by 
law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Lincoln Hall, in 
said town, on Monday , the 20th day of March, A. D. 
1939, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to 
act on the following articles, namely: 


ART. 1 To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


ART. 2 To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


ART. 3 To act on the report of the Assessors, 
Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor, Treasurer, Col- 
lector of Taxes, Superintendent of Schools, Clerk and 
other town officers. 


ART. 4 To choose all other necessary town offi- 
cers for the ensuing’ year. 


ART. 5 To choose one member of the superin- 
tending school committee for three years. 


ART. 6 To see what action the town will take 
relative to road commissioners, whether by election 
or appointment, and to fix the compensation of men, 
teams and trucks employed on highways.

ART. 7 To see what method the town will vote 
to adopt for the collection of taxes and fix the com- 
pensation of the collector. 


ART. 8 To see if the town will vote to add inter- 
est to taxes not paid before a certain date, and, if so, 
at what rate. 


ART. 9 To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen on behalf of the town to sell and dis- 
pose of any real estate acquired by the town for non- 
payment of taxes thereon, on such terms as they deem 
advisable, and to execute quitclaim deeds for such 
property. 


ART. 10 To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to borrow money for temporary loans in 
anticipation of taxes. 


ART. 11 To see if the town will vote to instruct 
the selectmen when employing labor to make it a con- 
. dition to retain the whole or a necessary part of all 
money earned by employees of the town, to meet de- 
linquent taxes assessed for the current year. 


ART. 12 To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,800.00, more or less, for cur- 
rent expenses. 


ART. 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $30.00, more or less, for town 
clock. 


ART. 14 To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100.00, more or less, for ad- 
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vertising Damariscotta; the same to be expended by 
the Damariscotta-Newcastle Board of Trade.
